INTERVIEW WITH: JUSTINE, TRISTAN AND RUSSELL 


Hails brothers, what's up with Dissimulate lately? 
Dissimulate: Greetings bro. we are currently working for our 
first full length demo CD and putting together our compilation and 
zine under Kalawang. 


How long have you been as Dissimulate, kindly please give 
us a brief History of your band? 

Dissimulate started early 2003 with Justine on vocals, Rust on 
bass, Onads on guitar and Anwar (Berserker 52) on drums. It was 
October of 2003 when Anwar leave the band because he was 
having a hard time with his job and the band. Pado (Cerberus 
drummer) came and joined Dissimulate filling Anwar on drums.

This is now the current 
line up of the band. 


What are the influences of Dissimulate musically and non- 
musically? 

Our influences are Demisor, Mortician, Dhamer, Napalm Death, 
Anal cunt, Lock up, Brutal Truth and many more.

We usually let Onads (guitar) create the riffs first then we put the 
rest afterwards, 


How many originals have you written so far, and what are 
your personal favorite among them? 

We have composed 12 original songs so far and still working new 
materials, 


Who writes most of your lyrics and what are the themes of 
your lyrics? 

All the members contribute their own ideas on what the theme of our 
song should be. Since we all have sick demented mentalities the 
common theme of our stuff is about killing, hatred and anger.

*RANDYL Hello Jamie, the band is quite good for now; we cannot 
play gigs coz I am still on recovery from an injury. It's been a 
month since my shoulder joint was dislocated from a vehicular 
accident, I still can’t move my arm upside and that's why I am 
having hard time playing drums right now. At this moment we are 
now starting to draw and make new materials for our upcoming 
full length release,

Can you introduce your band to those who don't know yet; 
can you give some short biography? 

DFTW was formed in the year 2001 as a four piece Hardcore band. 
The members of the band since then were Niño on vox, Jantzen 
on Bass/vox, Jep on guitars and I on drums. At that time we used 
to play hardcore music and we do cover songs from Hatebreed, 
Agnostic Front and several NYC hardcore bands. It was April 2003 
when we first recorded our demo song Manifest and became a 
part of the ERASING FALSE MENTALITY Compilation featuring 
different metal and hardcore bands of Olongapo and Zambales, 
released October 2003. After the release of the compilation Niño 
became inactive in the band, the rest of 2003 till the mid of the 
year 2004 we play as a trio band with Jantzen on bass and vocals. 
After playing a couple of shows with Jantzen, due to his lack of 
commitment in the band he was replaced by Tristan. Since then 
we decided to shift our musical format and aspiring to be one of 
the most brutal death/grind band in the land, Durog na Mundo 
split CD with Dissimulate is our first release with Tristan so far. 


Let's start things off with your band name. I'd like to 
know why you choose down from the wound as your 
bands name, do you think it fits well to your music style? 

1 was reading the book Iliad and from there I got the name Down 
from The wound. Yes we think the name fits in our own style. 
“Galing sa kailaliman ng sugat”. 


How would you describe the style you're playing? 

It is Brutal Death/grind, but as for now we are shifting our musical 
style coz our musical range is now expanding and evolving, we are 
now incorporating much brutal, sicker guttural madness in our new 
materials ala disgorge USA style. We are pushing ourselves off to 
the limits coz we always want to be challenge. 


What's the reason why you choose this genre? 
Just read my answer in the previous question... 


I think you're trying to prepare a full length release. Any 
ideas for new song, Can you give us some ideas how it is 
gonna sound, any other details? 

Yes we are preparing to release a full length; we are now on the 
process of making new materials. Like what I have said, it will be a 
Brutal Death Metal. We will be releasing it under Kalawang 
Records and the plan is to make the CD packaging pro-pressed. 
Just keep an eye for it; we will always keep you updated. 


You guys recently done split with Dissimulate. Are you 
satisfied with the results? 

Yes both DFTW and Dissimulate are very much satisfied with it, it 
receive a lots of honest and good reviews and it gives us a lot of 
gigs, friends and etc. This is our first release with Tristan as 
DFTW.

Blasphemous Cremation (former Extreme Response), Genital 
Grinder, Half The battle, Coarse, Mortal Grudge, Dissimulate, Fist 


Foundation (from Olongapo). To name a few in international is 
Disgorge USA, Devourment, Brodequin, Liturgy, Goratory, 
Disavowed, Deathguy, Demisor, Decrepit Birth, Circle of Dead 
Children, Deeds of flesh, Brutal Truth, Impetigo, Suffocation 
(fuckin Gods of Brutal music), Incision and lots and lots more. 


Any band who wants to do a split with us is welcome, as long as 
they cater with the same genre. 


Who writes the lyrics of the band, what are DFTW’s lyrics 
all about? Where your inspirations come from? 

Tristan writes most of our lyrics, it’s all about religion, about global 
concerns, 


Please tell us your own interpretation of our so called 
underground and diy stuff... 

Our underground scene is becoming huge but most of the bands 
here in the country cannot afford to record their own materials. 
That's why here in Olongapo we encourage bands to make their 
diy recordings like what we did and for them to be heard outside 


gapo. 


Tristan proud skins for Dissimulate, doesn’t that cause any 
problem with your live gigs? What are some of your 
favorite gigs DFTW did? Best places, best crowd? 

No not at all, it doesn’t cause any problem for us because the 
three of us and the guys from Dissimulate are good friends and we 
always hang out together. 


The farewell show for Mark Sawickis RURAL CARNAGE is the best 
gig for us. It is our second live performance with Tristan. The 
show went well and there are lots of bands, that night really is a 
fuckin’ blast. 


The crowd here in Olongapo and Zambales really kills, I think they 
love us. 


I heard you guys doing fanzine, will you tell us about it, 
What made you do so? 
Yes, I decided to write a zine to further support bands especially 
bands here in Olongapo to help promote their releases, and to 
document their existence.

Hello Willie, what's up with you and the band lately? 
Well Things are going okay. I'm busy writing new material and 
dealing with life in general. 


How long have you been as Pathogen, when did the band 
started? Please give us a brief history of the band. 

We started in January 2001, originally was a 3-piece outfit, but 
soon we added Erwin on second guitar. We thought we can sound 
more fuller and heavier especially on live situations plus I can 
stretch out and write more interesting material by 
creating guitar harmonies, dueling leads and interlocking riffs.

To name a few: Incantation, Repulsion, Impetigo, General 
Surgery, Sarcofago, Dismember, Pungent Stench, Merciless, 
Disharmonic Orchestra, Asphyx, Comecon, Edge of Sanity, Kreator, 
Onslaught, Aggressor, Celtic Frost, Hell hammer, Autopsy, 
Obituary, Dark Angel, Sodom, Angel Witch and countless more!!!

Who writes most of your lyrics and what are your lyrics 
about? 

I write all of the lyrics for Pathogen, I just try to come up with the 
most psychologically twisted stuff I. can think of you know, the 
usual death metal lyrics: horror, Misanthropy, Insanity, Gore, The 
paranormal, Mysticism, Torture, Sadism and other Obscene and 
delightful subjects. Í 


Being a death metal band, what are your point of views 
about the organize religions? Do you guys still go to 
church? 

Well, I can’t speak for the other members but for me, religion is a 
matter of personal choice. I’m more of a universalist. I don’t 
consider myself part of an organization or sect. which just creates 
more conflict and misunderstanding among different people 
Religious Organizations divide people rather than uniting them. For 
me, we're all part of one race, one grouping: the human race. 
What's the point of killing each other because of different religious 
beliefs? It's completely senseless. 


Could you please tell us something about your first demo 
INVOKING DISEASE? 
Yeah, it sucks!!! 


How was the response when it first came out? 

Well, it got us some gigs and interest from several local and foreign 
fanzines and distros. So, it probably didn’t suck that much, ha! Ha!

Where and how could we grab a copy of this demo? 
It’s not available anymore! No one should be subjected to it! I 
wouldn't even listen to it myself. It makes me cringe. 


Let’s talk about your latest release INTO THE 
SUBCONSCIOUS VOID. Tell us something about this demo 
CD-r. 

For starters it is infinitely much better than the first one. It’s a big 
step for Pathogen, musically and production-wise. It took us a few 
years to get it right, though. And I like all the songs. They're 
some of the best one's we've ever written so far. 


Who does the demo artwork and what does it all about? 
Honestly man I really can't figure it out because all I can 
see is pure black eh. 

The print of the cover is fucking messed-up! But it is a classic H.R. 
Giger artwork. The master of the macabre himself! I fucking love 
his surrealistic art! 


Are you completely satisfied with your second demo or is 
there something you want to incorporate when it comes to 
the sound quality and the packaging? 

There's always something to squirm about, but all of us are very 
happy with it. So I have no complaints. We did our best to make 
it sound better despite the rawness of it all, I like it.

How many songs do have you written so far, what is your 
personal favorite among them? Please tell us the story 
behind it. 

1 don't know I've lost count. Including Effluvium and Negatron 
maybe about 25-30 musical pieces that includes our unreleased 
and unrecorded songs. 


You also write a fanzine called DEAD RECKONING ZINE, 
could you please tell us something about this. 

Me, Erwin and Alex do DEAD RECKONING. We put out first issue 
in 2002 and the second in 2003. Our third issue is still in the 
works. Probably by mid-2005 it would be finished. Prior to D.R. I 
used to do a fanzine called SYNAPSE when I was a teen-ager, 
from 19997 to 2000. That was more of a solo effort. 


What is your goal in writing a zine and what motivates you 
to do a zine? 

I first started to do a zine when I was 17 years old. The main 
objective, of course is to create a medium for underground bands, 
labels, artists, and writers to express their thoughts without 
boundaries or censorship and to educate the feeble masses about 
their existence. There's obviously a sub-culture apart from the 
mainstream media which I felt I needed to explore and investigate 
and to support. The fact that bands create and record their own 
music, despite their shoestring budgets, among other things are 
what motivates me to support and interview them in our fanzine. 


Could you please tell us what is like leaving in Laguna? 
Well, I like the weather here than in Manila. It's not that hot in 
here. Manila, on the other hand is a fucking nuclear furnace. | 
can't sleep at night because I felt like I'm being roasted alive 


How is the underground scene in Laguna anyway? Are 
there any upcoming killer bands in your place that you 
want to recommend? 

Majority of our gigs, believe it or not are in Manila. We only play in 
Laguna about 6 or 7 times a year. There's really no significant 
metal scene here. In our city, only Pathogen, Negatron and 
Morloch are the only bands that play metal, There's a huge 
punk/HC scene here. And most of the time we just don't fit in. 
Plus, Laguna is the emo capital of R.P.!!! If there's Laguna band I'd 
recommend, it’s A.D.A. they kick ass!!! 


What makes you busy besides the band? Do you guys are 
now working professionally? 

Can't even find a part time work our bass player is also jobless, Vic 
still finishing college. Erwin didn’t have a steady job. That's a clear 
representation that our country’s economy is collapsing. None of 
us are rich, we're always broke. Only our passion for heavy metal 
music keeps us alive, 


What do you think is the greatest contribution of Pathogen 
to the death metal scene in The Philippines? 

Oh, I don't know. We're just four ordinary guys with a musical 
vision. It’s hard for us to answer that. Maybe people outside the 
band, like you, can answer that question better that I do. 


Alright thanxxx a lot bro. I hope to see and play with you 
again in the future. More power to your band. The space is 
all yours please feel free to write anything you want to. 
Yeah, I hope we can share the stage again hang out and have a 
few drinks or something. Thanks for the interview Randyl. Best 
regards to DFTW and hi to all the good people in Zambales!

Hello Corix, What’s up with you lately? 

Corix: Hails to you Randyl, nothing much lately, just getting drunk, 
getting stoned, and I guess my mother is getting tired of me ‘cuz I 
am still dependent, lazy and that is a fucking shame, well, that is 
true! © 


Please tell us something about yourself, if you don't mind 
how old are you now? When did you first find out 
underground music? 

* My name is Corix, a drunk and lousy editor of a pissed off 
underground printed zine/webzine in the rotting third world country 
Philippines and becoming [fourth world], I am also into a band called 
AFM and TOXEMIA a noise grinding drunk band and just totally shit 
band, I am an ugly, lazy, lousy and a drunk bastard but a huge 
fuckin’ supporter in the fuckin’ underground. 

I discover the underground music I guess in the mid 90's and just 
been active very late actually, sometime in 2001-2002, and I am 26 
years fucking old of conditioning. 


What made you decide to start No Bullshit Zine, and when 
was the first issue come out? 

* I start writing fanzine because there is no underground scene in my 
area, I write because I want to influence kids about the underground 
music, scene and culture, I want to educate them what is u.g is all 
about, that’s how I first writing shits. 

My first issue was officially released October 2003 as a printed zine. 


You've released four printed issues at this time and I 
understand that almost every day No Bullshit zine online 
version is updated. How do you manage to keep your time 
doing all this shits? 

* It was just happen that my online version is daily updated because 
I have an internet access at home, and I have nothing to do here just 
to eat, sleep, drink, smoke, masturbate and sit in front of this fucking 
technology. 


When you were just starting, do you find it difficult to find 
bands and stuffs to be reviewed and interviewed for the first 
issue? 

* Yes, it was very difficult for me when I first start writing shits, my 
first issue is a type written with some hand writing shits because I 
don’t have a personal computer at that time and honestly, I don't 


know how to use this kind of technology, it was just happen when my 
mother bought a pc and I start to learn how to fuck this shit 


It really gives me a hard time looking for bands in my first issue, 
because mostly local bands don’t care about fanzine, and if you send 
interview to them, they sometimes don't bother to answer it, only few 
local bands who has a demo at that time. 

It also really gives me a hard time finding bands abroad because it is 
hard for me to communicate them through snail mail because of the 
postage is getting real high, and you know, I am jobless shit head 
and even can't afford to buy a piece of cigar sometimes, and also 1 
don’t know how to use the internet/e-mail and don’t have even 
knowledge about computer. So it is fuckin’ difficult for me at that 
time.O 


What I like most in your zine is you keep on mixing up all 
underground Punk, Metal and hardcore bands. How did you 
come up with this idea? Why have you not decided to focus 
only on metal bands? 

* I mixed those kind of genre because at first when I was young, I 
was into folk rock, rock n' roll, heavy metal and glam rock, then 
discovered hardcore/punk in my high school days, then suddenly 
discovered death metal and all other extreme music, and I still love 
those kind of music ‘cuz I have never been closed minded shit. 

Why I decided not to focus on metal only, that's because I never 
been a close minded shit as what I have said, and I am still 
discovering some kind of different destructing music as long as it is 
an “underground” 


Of all the bands you've reviewed and interviewed who 
among them you dig and listen to a lot? 

* uhhmmm....I can't figure it out really ‘cuz I like mostly of them and 
it could fill half of the page I guess, hehe! but I guess in my current 
issue, I can say DEMIURGE, PATHOGEN & NEGATRONE, DUROG NA 
MUNDO SPLIT with DFTW & DISSIMULATE, ANGST, NUCLEAR 
PUNISHMENT, PARACONFLICT, CHAMBER 69, PAGAN FIRE & 
INSANITY, INFILTRATION, BEERBREAK, COMATOSE, BARA DE 
KABRA etc. and for foreign: CARNAL REDEMPTION, OPUS DEAD, 
SKULL GRINDER, IVORY NIGHT, BLOODY SIGN, SAPFHIER, 
DISCLOSE, CRUEL FACE, ALGOL, DEATHSTARR, EVISCERATE, 
HEMORAGY, MASS INFECTION, PUTREFIED GENITALIA, DAMNATION 
ARMY etc. that spins my fucking player these days. 


Ok this next question is the same question asked by Patrick 
Shroeder to keith of Eternal Darkness Creation interview for 
No Bullshit Zine. And the question goes like this: Are there 
any ler zines today that you enjoy reading? In your 
opinion what makes a good zine? 

* Yes, there are lot, I enjoy reading NOT 4 SALE ZINE, DEAD 
RECKONING ZINE, IMPALED ZINE, PUTANG INA MO ZINE, HOAX 
CONFLICT, RADIKAL PRIMATES FANZINE, [UNDERWORLD] 
TRENDCRUSHER ZINE, IN DARK PURITY ZINE, TRIPALIUM ZINE, 
NORTHRNATMOSTFEAR AND CHRONICORE ZINE, etc. and for 
foreign are: METAL INDIA MAGAZINE [INDIA], SEWER ZINE 
[GREECE], PAINFUL REALITY ZINE [USA], TOILET PAPER ZINE 
[GERMANY], S&L [USA] ETC. 

A good zine is not about nice and cool layout or a glossy shit and a 
pro pressed type of zine it is really about the writings of the editor 
how he/she work to make it interesting, informative to read and not 
boring. And most of all not a kiss ass one. 


Let’s talk about your own label, what made you decide to put 
up a DIY label? [JOBLESS PRODUCTION] 

* I decided to put up this shit so that I could help u.g bands that 
needs an attention, to expose in the underground in my own little 
way. 


So far how many releases already out and are there any new 
upcoming releases? 


* So far, it is just a #, NO BULLSHIT ZINE COMPILATION VOL. 1 & 2, 
A.F.M_ [DEMO], TOXEMIA DEMO, INSANITY [DEMO].and the 
upcoming is the “GUTOM LANG” demo from Laguna, hope I could 
find some money for this, it is gonna be a killer one. 


We all know that writing and publishing underground zines 
like No Bullshit zine is a non-profit based shit. My question is 
how do you manage to distribute all this stuffs knowing that 
copying from Xerox machine is expensive and you got issues 
raging from 60 pages front and back, as well as the materials 
til cd-r, cd case etc. where do you get money for the 
distribution of this shits? 

* well, this is actually the problem I am experiencing right now and 
even before, ‘cuz money rules each one of us, where I get it? 
Honestly, It is very shameful to say that some of it came from my 
parent’s pocket and some are from the help and support of a true 
friend, well, she know who she is, you fucking rule! © 


On the average, how many copies do you target to release 
per issues? 

* There is no target anyway, it only depends, if I got a big amount of 
money, then I will print tons of copies for my zine in every issue. And 
if there's someone will ask for a trade, then I just reprint it, 
something like that © 


You've said that you practice veganism before but it just 
lasted for only 6 months. What happen? 

* I tried it, and just lasted almost 6 months I guess, ‘cuz it is really 
hard for me, when I am traveling and away from home, and it comes 
the time of my laziness when I got a hang over and sometimes my 
mother forgot to buy vegetable and when you got home there's no 
vegetable to cook and you are fucking starving, so it is really hard for 
me, and sometimes when we eat together with my family, I get 
tempted when they are eating lechon manok, sinigang, grilled pork, 
barbeque etc. that I love to eat, uuhhmm... man, that’s fucking 
yummy, right? hehe! And one thing, if I'm far away home with my 
friends who loves drinking alcohol and no veggies to eat, so you are 
forced to eat just only rice and soy sauce and sometimes I don't eat 
while drinking alcohol and makes me vomit and I got sick for that, so 
I decided to stop it. 

I am not discouraging people who just started practicing 
vegetarianism, it just happen that it doesn’t work for me because I 
am an alcoholic shit head, so it is hard to mixed up alcoholism and 
vegetarianism, hehe © 


During that time you were a vegan, who cook’s for you and 
what do you usually eat? 

* I cook for my self, just a d.i.y vegan menu, experimenting 
vegetable, why I last about 6 months, because my mother supported 
me, sometimes she cook for me, and when I woke up I had already a 
veggie food to eat.O

I would 
rather drink in a place with full of garbage and smelly and full of shit, 
than to drink in an expensive bar.

* Yeah! Sometimes, man! hehe!...but honestly, I could speak better 
English and better ideas when I am drunk, did is speak better right 
now?

diy, 

But we should not diss each one of us, teach and share each one of 
us instead, if you are dealin’ with bullshit people or what we called 
poser? Then, it is our time for action, educate and influence them, 
share your thoughts, knowledge and views of what you believe in so 
that our scene will be fucking huge, real and true! Because not all of 
us are naturally born “UndergrounD”. 


What do you get in return from writing a zine, and till when 
will you do No Bullshit zine? 

* I don’t expect anything in return, because if you want to contribute 
in the scene, you should not expect something in return because it is 
a “Passion” not a “Fashion” 

I still don’t know till when my zine last because we don’t know if our 
life last that long, but I really hope it would be ETERNAL. Sometimes 
when I saw a fanzine that is already in there 50" issue, I also feel 
and hoping that my zine would reach that issue or more than that 
too. I remember the saying “It is better to be a survival than a 
pioneering one” but not in the scene anymore.© 


What are your future plans for No Bullshit Zine, to Jobless 
Production, to the Underground scene and to your self? 
* More and more issues, releases and organize gigs for free! 


What can we expect from No Bullshit Zine future issues? 
*I don’t know, but for sure, it would still be pure underground.© 


Alright thanxxx a lot for doing this intie. DIY keep it up bro. 
Please feel free to promote anything... 

*Thanx a lot too, Randyl, for believin’. Don’t stop supporting the true 
underground scene local and int’, I salute you for keeping the D.I.Y 
alive in Zambales, you all fucking rule!

POWERTOOLS IS A CROSSOVER HARDCORE/METAL BAND FROM 
OLONGAPO; THEY'VE BEEN IN EXISTENCE SINCE 1996. THEIR EP 
“WEAPONS OF RETALIATION” IS ALREADY OUT. THIS IS THEIR 
FIRST RELEASE THAT MAKES ME PROUD OF THEM BECAUSE I HAD 
ONCE BECOME A PART OF THIS BAND. READ ON AS FRONTMAN 
ALLAN CLEGG SPEAKS TO KALWANG ZINE. 


Powertools is one of the earliest bands in the underground 
scene in Olongapo, how did it all happen? Who founded 
the group; give the readers a little bit of your band 
history/profile. 

Allan Clegg: 1996, we are much widely known in Olongapo as a 
Death Metal cover band (Before they came up with the name 
Powertools, they are first known as Tortured Naked Bodies-editor), 
Founding members are: mike (bass), k (guitar), Flo (drums) and I 
as their front man. 1998 Mike decided to leave the band and have 
been replaced by Ferdz (Dead on Arrival). It is the year we began 
writing our own creative pieces, but shortly after a lot of shows 
we've done, we are dissatisfied with Ferdz inability to adopt a 
more colorful delivery than one-dimensional approach that had 
become his trademark. 2001, Rommel (ex-Absolute Silence 
bassist), Randyl (dftw drummer), and Paul (ex-berserker 52 
guitarist) start doing some bass sessions on our band. It was the 
year 2001 when four stringer Paul officially became Powertools 
bassist. 2004, over subsequent tour and in the months that 
followed the relationship between Flo and the rest of the band 
became increasingly stained. We tried to confronted Flo about his 
misgivings, Flo agreed to make a more positive efforts towards the 
band, but after a couple of days of intensive thought and 
conversation, we realized that the gap had grown too far. Flo was 
out; Yek (ex-Mortal Fear and As Angel Falls drummer) was 
eventually brought in to replace Flo. This is a new lineup and 
already started to work for a full length album this 2005. 


ALLAN CLEGG (CLUB EDGE 2004) 


What are the influences of Powertools musically? 

Powertools influences came from various Death Metal, Hardcore 
bands from other countries and from every Independent bands we 
very often played with here in the country. 


You have recently launched your EP “Weapons of 
Retaliation” last Nov. 20; would you please tell us 
something about this EP? (Artwork, studio work, etc.) 
Yeah!!! And that launched event is very impressive; November 20 
was a historical moment for Powertools and previously followed last 
December 16 in Manila. Both events are very successful always, 
“Weapons of Retaliation” is recorded at Tower of Doom, mixed and 
mastered by Eric (Cog) who's done wonders for Valley Of Chrome 
and Sin. Inlay and cover concept by Juvan (scundo Projects) and 
Empoy (Graphic Anarchy) photo shots from Brutalgrace. It is not 
totally an album; it is just an E.P. consisting of 6 songs (tracks in 
particular order) 1. Destroy Inhuman Condition, 2. Downfall of Life, 
3. Absorbing Sickness, 4. Forward without Control, 5. Grey World, 
6 Into The War. About these songs, first we wouldn't still be 
around if we just did it for money! We dont make any money, 
anyways; it’s like returning the favor in producing this E.P. Album. 
It's always the same, we have a lot of fun playing these songs live 
and the good about it is we're having a blast! As well as meeting a 
lot of people who listen to this kind of music were into!!! 


Are you completely satisfied with your EP “Weapons of 
Retaliation”? 

Maybe yes, maybe ni It’s hard for us to tell because people 
changes and so our music taste changes too. All of our songs in 
“Weapons of Retaliation” will remain the same. Still were planning 
to do a full length album this 2005 with our new drummer Yek and 
we're expecting a lot of new sounds and styles from us. 


Do you intend to make your music commercial to make 
money, and how does it feel you got paid every time you 
play? (Talking about your club stints) 

I don't know what to say!?! I don’t know what commercial means 
to you...?! We didn’t get paid every time we play... It is the music 
we stand for that brings us to play from different events, it felt well 
if we received something that we deserve but sometimes it felt bad 
when the band can't play due to lack of financial status. So we just 
cancel those gigs that we can’t afford the transportation fair. The 
only thing I can say is that we're trying be honest to ourselves. We 


don't have a vision of breaking commercially. We know what 
league we're in., and so we know we'll never be able to live 
financially on this band. 


We are talking about your gig’s every Sunday on Club 
Edge, isn’t it that you were getting paid there every time 
you play? (Underground Sunday) 

Steve (club edge owner-editor) offers us to become his regular 
band every Sunday. The deal was playing a one (1) hour set 
which is equivalent for 1,000 pesos salary. Since the band really 
need practice, and money to finance the mass production of our 
E.P. album. Powertools got interested and start playing at the 
club, but after a few shows (3 or 4 gigs), Steve dropped us 
because we seldom show-up our asses!!! He was told that the 
band is in crisis and got inner turmoil with our drummer Flo and so 
replaced us with some other bands! Powertools were still on track 
for what we wanted to do and we really didn’t want anyone 
getting in the way to stop us releasing our E.P. album. 


PEREN (CLUB EDGE 2004) 


What about the lyrics? What inspired you in writing? 

I'm the one responsible for doing that shit!!! I hate Wars, confuses 
and artificial Peace, and my Grammar!!! I know I sucked... I used 
to question everything and that inspires me a lot... It just hits me, 
I just write the original lines then change some few lines I'm not 
proud of, but it works for the concept. 


What is the status of the band right now, is it all going 
fine? 

We're trying to create new songs, play some events to promote 
our band and music, looking for some daily jobs and keeping 
ourselves busy in a creative process. It’s all going fine... Soon, 
Powertools are much more intense and has more energy. 


Tell us what happened to Flo, is he still a member of the 
band? And about “yek”, tell us the story behind it. 

Flo will always be forever Powertools member. We tried to 
reconsider to kick Flo out of the Band since the album lunching 
began. We instructed him to do what he always wanted to do 
(aside from being a drummer for a band called End of Man) and 
discuss more some positive steps towards our music and with the 
band’s relationship to each other. We assumed that everything 
was heading in the right direction, but Flo's neglecting attitude and 
compulsive lies breaks the chains that binds him for the rest of us. 
Yek is one of our good friends; we used to hang out with him in 
Malate since the first time we played there. The band contacted 
Yek to help us because we're looking for someone to hook up with 
drummers like Flo and surprisingly Yek got interested and agreed. 
So, we start playing with him after Flo's Disappearances. We 
pulled Yek in as a sort of stopgap so we could still tour outside 
gapo. I think Yek sounded powerful in Powertools, but he 
sounded different than the stuff he did with other bands (as angel 
falls, Mortal Fear etc.) Then we started playing with him after Flo's 


disappearances, Fuck!!! He's a fucking blast and we're so proud of 
him!!! 


So far, how's you're relationship with each other? 

Things were not easy at all... people changes and so are we!!! 
Everyone needs to accept and understand the turmoil’s that 
happen between us all...Within Powertools infrastructure, Flo 
wouldn’t have that much importance. Not being negative, but the 
big decisions are made by the original members. We're the one’s 
that have lived it for so long that we know what were looking for. 
We can't stand people getting in the way... 


What can you say about the current underground scene in 
Olongapo? 

It pisses me off, I mean we had to work so hard, nobody 
understand how hard we had to work to fucking get accepted, and 
now all.this shit people can just kind of follow right trough. Build a 
band, play, break up, build a band, play, and break up!!! Its 
definitely gonna be mor4e pissed off than you ever know. We are 
creating our own demise. Honestly, as long as we're having a good 
time, then they'll keep doing it. The minute it becomes stale or 
boring then just simply split up and changes. Obviously, it was 
total sarcasm!!! 


Is Powertools already creating new songs for the next 
release? 

Yes!!! K and Paul are too busy trying to finish their new guitar riffs, 
I already did some of my new lyrics but it's kind of hard for us 
doing materials and combining our pieces to Yek. I guess we're 
aiming for a new style of creating our new compositions. It would 
be a tough one but we're doing our best. 


Do you intend to remain in the UG scene or are there any 
plans of scouting for a major record label contract? If an 
opportunity is at hand? 

Whatever it takes! We don't care what other people trying to say 
about us on what we do!!! You may see us playing live next to 
Slapshock, or next to Loss of Control, who gives a shit? All that we 
care is that there are 5 or 10 people who can appreciate our music 
for every mainstream or underground event we've played!!! Quite 
early on, we knew what were looking for, and then we just tried to 
perfect that. We try to regress a little bit, but we also regress as 
well. There's plenty of time we've gone a bit too far and stepped 
back!!! Now, we don’t know this opportunity!!! We don't know what 
might happen next.
